It is called a prism micrometer. Full 
details of the invention and the pro- 
fessor’s findings have not been an- 
mounced.

Judge Dever’s pro- 
gram appears to agree with the practical necessi- 
ties of subway financing and construction, which 
are, first of all, to make a start, building a tube or 
tubes as extensive as possible with the money 
available, and adding new sections as time and 
money permit. 

That is the only way in which Chicago can ever 
have a comprehensive subway system. It is 
obviously impossible to construct a subway which 
will reach remote sections by a single appropria- 
tion or a single contract. It must be progressive 


_| development, as it.-has been in New York. 


If the subway is started with such development 
in- mind, one requirement must be adhered to. 
That is to see that the first section or sections 
constructed are so located and built that they can 
form a perfect link in the completed system. That 
medns the initial subway must touch or cut the 
loop, and must be large enough for four tracks— 
two local and two express. Also, it must be so 
located that extensions can continue on straight 
lines... A double track bore would be a waste of 
funds because it would have to be enlarged at 
enormous expense when express traffic is installed. 
A crooked track would be a waste of funds because 
it would slow down trains, thus defeating the 
chief purpose of a subway-—rapid transportation. 

Any one who travels north from the loop over 
the Northwestern “L” line knows the delay and 
discomfort due to crooked tracks and sharp cor- 
ners. Trains slow up at every turn. Cars rock 
and sway to the discomfort of passengers. Time 
‘ig wasted and danger increased. The straighter 
the track, the faster and safer is transportation. 
New York has proved this. It goes even further 
and makes its. tracks level as well as straight. 
Thus, the upper Broadway subway will be found 
to come out of the ground at a height of some 
fifty feet at the 125th street station. and go under 
ground to a depth of some 150-or 200 feet in the 
180s. That makes for speed and economy of 
operation. Beéause of ‘our level terrain, Chicago 
will not meet that problem, but it must recognize 
the value of straight lines. . | 

We do not pos to say whether the route 
through the loop sha all be. on State street, through 
an alley, or where, it'must be straight and of 
four track capacity. ‘No @bstruction should neces- 
sitate a detour, thus slowing down the movement 
of trains. 

Apparently Judge Dever’s tentative program al- 
lows for the construction on this basis.

BRITISH DEBTS AND U.S. CREDITS. 

Oak Park, Ill., Jan. 27.—It is indeed dif- 
ficuit for a layman to understand why 
| the payment of the British debt, to the 
United States should be kept so continu- 
ally before the public by tke press, while 
it is a thing which can only be handled 
by financial experts. While an editor 
may be able to edit a paper efficiently 
% is hardly likely that there are four in 
this country who can speak with author- 
ity on matters of international finance. 
Tt would be good to hear what the lead- 
ing brains in the financial world think 
about these debts. But they are silent, 
and there is reason to believe that they 
have not a free hand owing to the press, 
which agitates the people. Perhaps they 
should not have an absolutely free hand 
in the matter, but their opinions should 
he listened to and carry weight. There 
‘g grave danger as I see it, lest this med- 
fling in such affairs by the press leads 
to serious complications. That it al- 
ready has done, as the European situa- 
tion bears eloquent testimony. 

Now, America has not been a creditor 
nation one decade, yet what talk and 
writing there has been on it. The writer 
hails from Canada, and when he was a 
subject within the British empire he 
does not recall hearing or reading much 
about Britain being the world’s creditor. 
For hundreds of years she has been the 
greatest creditor nation, and still is, as 
Col. Harvey mentioned in a speech re- 
cently, Europe owing her over $20,000,- 
000,000 (mark, over $20,000,000,000) and 
her vast holding in South America still 
untouched, as well as large investments 
in the United States which were not sold 
during the war. As a fellow Scotchman 
said: “ England only. spent her pocket 
money during the war,” yet America, or, 
better, the American press, is assuming 
a patronizing tone toward Britain in the 
matter of debts, as well as towards the 
world, If I am not mistaken America 
has ruined herself as a world creditor. 
What nation will want to be in debt to 
a country which acts as bailiff after 
having made a loan? It is reasonably 
certain that no nation will want to owe 
money to America. 

Not only that, but no nation wants to 
become a part of the United States. 
Hence the refusal of the West Indies to 
be incorporated in our system, even if 
Britain were willing. And surely a na- 
tion cannot hand over one of her colonial 
children to a nation which that child dis- 
likes.

Voted Down.

cial.J}—The Lenroot rural credits bill 
was passtd by the senate tonight by a 


vote of 69 to 0. 7 

‘The bill as passed had but few 
changes from the form in which it was! 
reported from the banking and cur-| 
rency committee. It creates a new, 
farm credits department in each of the 
twelve federal land banks with an ini-. 
tial capital of $5,000,000 subscribed by 
the gowernment for each bank. This’ 
capital of $60,000,000 may be increased 
to $120,000,000. Agricultural paper, 
based on loans for periods of from six 
months to three years may be dis- 
counted by the banks, the potentia) 
credit involved being ten times the 
capital, or $1,200,000,000. 

Amendments Are Defeated. 

All of the important amendments on 
which there was a controversy met 
defeat, most of them being rejected by 
such overwhelming votes that roil 


The two Norbeck amendments, | 
which have been the subject of con 
siderable discussion, were defeated 
without roll calls. One of these was 
the bill recently: approved by the com-’ 
mittee on agriculture authorizing the 
War Finance corporation to finance ex- 
ports of farm products, using for this 
purpose not to exgeed $250,000,090. 
The other Norbeck amendment reject- 
ed was his swbstitute for the entire 
Lenroot bill, creating a central gov- 
ernment corporation instead of the 
regional banks. 

Foreign Credits Denounced. 

The Norbeck foreign credits bill was’ 
denounced by Senator Lenroot [Rep.. 
Wis.] as * nothing but further loans 
to bankrupt European governments.”
